They are noted as either back-stopped by 
Heidelberg or not back-stopped. 

3. Paragraph three lists business firms and organizations 
used by CATIDE predominantly on an operational basis. 

4. Paragraph four lists CATIDE Special Connections contact 
men and firms. 

5. Paragraph five lists the names of organizations and 
companies which are noted as "Filiales." These names 
are used much as we use Cryptonyms and Pseudonyms and 
they are not actual firms. Their locations change 
frequently and consist, in many cases, of one agent in 
a rented room (or attic), and a telephone. 



6. Paragraph six lists covers and installations that, while 
no longer in use, were considered to have been major 
covers.

ThieKgroup is a creature of the Bunds sverbrand Her Deutschen 
Industrie, a large Induatrlal-wota ctlve association roughly 
c omparltive to t hs American Rational Association ofManuf ao- 
turerg . It has occasionally, in its post war formative years, 
been re fe red to as the Rhine-Ruhr Club. Before WW U this 
organization, or rather a similar one in conjunction with I.G. 
FATben, ran an economic intelligence organisation known as 
IEUNA IS. In December of 1951 a source , nee d indirectly by 
a number of people Inc l u d i ng CIC and ZIPPER, reported that 
this service had been revived by the Rhine-Ruhr Bank (formerly 
one half of Dreadner Bank A.G., a large private industrial 
bank) After ths advent of Vffl n, this pr^jfd^j. service, the 
LEUNA IS, was taken over by Admiral C&narls and placed under 
Wilhelm Hickes @ WOEHMANN. It seemed logical that this might 
also be the case with ZIPPER. A thorough Investigation re- 
vealed that ths sour ce, o ne Karl Nitche, was a known Intelli- 
gence fabricator. ZIPPER convinced FOB that they had no business 
connections with this reported new IEUNA. The source reported 
the Austrian Branch of this IEUNA to be an aus Deutschenbestehen- 
den Naehrlchtenorganizatlon. The existence of this office was 
never proved, but ths listed members were real and most of those 
earned held positions In an VfU political club( a right, right 
wing Austrian political party). The head organization of this 
IS was supposed to be the Gesellschaft fUer Wirt echaft sinf or- 
matlon und Marktforecbung at 53 Poppeldorfer Alles, Bonn. 

A great deal of correspondence went on about ths case, but 
it was finally layed to rest, loose ends and all. In early 1954. 

A Memo for ths record showB that ths organization was largely 
believed to be a fabrication. 

ZIPPER not withstanding, there are two faint Special 

Connection Traoee. In Intercept (MGLA-5472) states that Hermann 
BAUM "is to be kept informed by the information service of ths 
Rhe in-Ruhr Club". MGLA 9644 shows that ths Rhe in-Ruhr Club was 
on ths itlnery of ® JAKOBI in 1951. 

On 16 June 1954 a report came In that Kaudar-KLatt and 
Hans Gostenschink © GOSTENSCHNIGG, two known associates of 
Karl Nltche, had established the Atlantik Rsiseburo at Schwartz 
Str. 30, Salzburg. According to CIC reports this is believed to 
be a cover for intelligence activities. 

Ths original CIC Salzburg report stated that LEUNA was 
in part financed by ths Bonn Government^ 7 Nov 1951). A 
Heidelberg CIC Report dated 23 Jon 1952 stated that LEUNA was 
unknown, either as an independent organization, or as a sub- 
sidiary of ths Bunds ss^X&tf Verfassungssohutz.

In 1950 the Inf<maatijQnabuero«^eet was fenced by Klaus- 
Dieter Kunkler and Otto tto3tf^eyer)|| with Admiral Petals In 
the background (Washington elafeeCPPataig full time partner in 
WASHF 34400* but subsequent developemanta don't lass' this out,) 
On 26 Jhne 1951 R&A 51 from the office of the High Conmiasloner 
Reports and Analysis Division gave a compacts account of the 
Infornatlonsbusro-Vie at • It listed Klaas-Dieter Kunkler as the 
principle founder in conjunction with Otto Major. It stated 
that the organisation was receiving support from industrial 
sources and froa the German Government in Bonn* It stated that 
as of 28 February 1951 the Ministry of AlX-Germn Affairs 
had spent 730*500 DM on the Inf onnationabuero West (IRE)* The 
purpose of the buero was to collect intelligence on East-West 
trade* This buero maintained constant contact with on American 
Group called "The Council Against Ccnmunlst Aggression"* In the 
summer of 1951 Otto Hejer left to become on official on the 
Staff of the Deutschen Zndustrleinstitute (offices In Kotin

The ties which farm this llason between an intelligence ser- 
vice and its Indigenous industrialists, are perhaps, closer than those 
of any other western nation. This condition exists (tie to the extensive 
and continuing efforte of UTILITY. The relationship between the German 
General Staff and tin German Industrialists, is a historical one. UTIL- 
ITY has maintained and developed ZIPPER'S tics with both, by every aeons 
at his disposal. 

At one time such work was carried on by Special Connections Staff 
35. This Staff was forced during the eofcrlo (toys of the Genaan Bunds s- 
Republik. At that time Occupation Organisations formed by Allied Auth- 
orities, but staffed fay Germans, were seeking to make their piece in the 
coalescing civil structure of the Republic (i*e. "Jockying for position") • 
In these early days, intrigue was, If not rampant, at least eocsoon. Such 
Intrigue, or better go v e rnmental llason and high level public re l a ti o n s, 
was necessary for ZIPPER to maintain itself as an entity on the changing 
civil scene. Ae ziPtER'e position became more secure, it began to employ 
its industrial contacts on a lower level, and In more concrete treys than 
os Instruments of ZIPPER policy, foe such way was to p lace ZXPPBSltes of 
all degree. In German Industry, and on a functional basis. The firms and 
Governmental offices In which they were placed were often partially, or 
wholly unwitting. Their positions ranged from industrial planners on 
planning staffs, to editors of Influential publications, to mechanics • 
Their roles ranged from chairman of the board of an Important industry, 
to agent and courier. 



The Special Connections Seotlon was, in actuality, a misnomer. The 
Staff covered a portion of the special connection contact and llason per- 
sonnel* Many other llason personnel were not carried on the pay roll, 
but were financed by UTILITY'S X Vouchers, or thro ugh lum p sum payments 
accounted for by cryptonyns and peuedonyne, or by ZIPPER Cover Companies. 
When Staff Seotlon 35 was broken up, those llason types that were covered 
by it went to the coraaerdal cover staff section, to Section 777Abw, into 
ZIPPER cover companies, into German Industry, or became financed by clan- 
destine methods. As nearly as can be determined, few if any of the for- 
mer staff masters ceased to work in their previous capacity* Their exit 
from the payroll In no way released them from ZIPPER control. 

In the previous paragraph those fir ms we re listed which are In no 
way ZIPPER Cover Firms, but with which ZIPPER has known favorable con- 
tacts. This was dons on the theory that ZIPPER could, if it wished, 
piece personnel in many of these organisations, if the need arose.

Due to^bs^p^oblem of fi- 
nancing thetr "Legal Bodies* which sera necessary to cover “ thdlr frsople with 
the various Oerman Government welfare agendas and tax bureaus* PGB was able 
to maintain complete record on these firms (20 at present)* In addition* Zips 
PER was foroed to j*ely on /"OB funds for the establishment of their larger field 
administrative iiea^uartVri or Dienstelle#, and comaunioation facilities* POB 
Flnanoo retains complete records of these locations in its project files* 

Incidental memos and charts supplied by UPPER show that they have made ex- 
tensive "loans" to established Oerman companies. Most of tha informatlom on 
this vga passed to POB in tha course of negotiations for additional funds* of- 
ten to save soma company from bankruptcy, in appeals for U» Authority inter- 
vention oo behalf of ZIPPER! tea and ZIPPER Special Connections* or in charts 
explaining its former Special Connection Operations. Tha known amount of these 
loans run somewhat over half a million marks* Tha financing mechanisms used 
in such Cnees cannot be determined from the records available et this base* 

Host such financing was presumably done either in the "black” days* or In the 
days of Array con tro leaden accountings were largely superficial* After 1949* 
complete accounts were instituted end. originals with receipts* turned over to 
POB. These accounts are in detail and it la from them* and particular from 
occasional unsterlllzed reoeipta (due to tha negllgenoe of a finance cleric* or 
through poor interdepartmental co ord ination) that our knowledge of tha ZIPPER 
physical establishment is hnssn i „

When tha need arose to find o a ^flnanoa mechanism for expensing oovera 
not known, or reported to P0B*^ r expense olaaalfioatloa B HI was th£ firat 
sorutenlzed. As sospaotad. this aooount was not a legitimate devipe 
to transfer expanses from one aooount, where tha expanse was lnourrad, 
to another for which It was lnourrad* but rather a derioe for writing 
off axpanaaa not properly charge able to any othar of tha ao counts* Further* 
tha aooount was not a "true* aooount lag, In that many of tha expanses 
war* receipted for by pauado without any a numeration aa to tha purpose* 
or any othar eceoualthan general expanse ohargad* There was no "trans- 
fer* as tha emtltleinwtt of tha aooount would lead ona to bailers* In 
tha numerous eases where tha purpose was related such as "Rad Orpae". 
no source was glean* and auoh expanses ware duplicated In legitimate 
accounts* Further, thla was not simply a Carman dee Isa for writing off 
misoelfcaeous expanses slnaa another such aooount did exist whioh was large 
enough* and general enough* to lnolude almost any general expanse regard- 
less of size* In addition, these were not "one time" axpanaaa ainee 
sueh an account, quite large, also existed for that purpose* Several 
legltimata^kplalnations of oourse exist* These transfers might be to 
aeoounts not turned orar to FOB, but this would be a violation of the 
original agreement between KDBaRK and ZIPPER, These expenses might be a 
part of a pending aooount* but to write sueh an aooount off to rexpense 
is a questionable praotioe* These numerous expanses might be for •apaoial 
project*", but such an aooount also exists, and an exauetive search re- 
vealed that not one of the Identifiable establishments supported from this 
aooount had been revealed to FOB. (legally speaking from the viewpoint 
of KDBARK auoh Is not legally necessary* sines ziFPfit la a subsidy project* 
and all expenses are written off to expense upon transfer, but to mr 
knowledge ZIPPER has never been told this, in 

There oould be scorn legitimate explalnatlon of this aooount* but at the 
best* It is very poor aeoountlng pr a otice. A oheok of one month* August* 
revealed that this aooount* B III* ran to DU 57*630*38* 

Another aooount whioh seemed promising in regards to any clandestine 
diversion of funds, was the 3002 aooount (formerly the Nansen aooount* 
formerly the Dr.’e X vouohere). An addition of the aooount showed* how- 
ever* that for the month of August Its total was DM 3*500* and a search 
of five months showed that these expenses at no time exceeded 5*000 DM* 
the largest being 4,701.68 for the month of November* 1955* 

An other souroe of diversion oould be the section leaders "personal* 
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payments, which are totally unaccounted for and payed in luap sum 
increments of 500 DU. ( August total of such payments 18.500 DM) with- 
out accountings or rwoaipta. ZIPPER, though ? would hardly ohooea such 
a method for financing oovers, and such payments are understandable if 
▼lowed in the light of a representation allowance* or as an unaccount- 
able expense aotfod&t. 

The largest single aocount is unreceipted in part. This is the C III 
HD - Albeit Kosten/Kxpenses for activities of IS personnel. This cost 
is. hows war. accounted for by V numbers, and bears too easy oheoklng 
for any attempt at falsification. The various tasks of these V-nen is. 
of course, outside the purvey of this study. Whether or not sons of 
the unreported Dlenstellef Sub-Sections under special cover, work on 
•other than joint* operations, cannot be determined. 

Since this is a Oeneral Study of ZIPPER Covers it might be well to 
record the general historical background of ZIPPER cover developement. 
such as is known* and describe their present cover structures and general 
cover policies* auoh as can be deduced from our present knowledge. 

The history of ZIPPER Cover starts with the abortive attempts of 
Hermann Baun. A fairly eonoiee statement of hie puposals may be found 
in a summary of his diary(EOLA-73) » •comparing Carman and Engli sh 
methods of providing cover, he eonoluiee that he the letter. 

He feels that business cover has two advantages i it provides better 
protection* and if well laid on* it shows e profit whloh sen be ploweA 
back ifctoXS work* He makes generalised suggestions for cover* mention- 
ing types of oomaaroial activity which normally have an International 
character. This economic cover was to be used for both 4 tfahau fklaerung 1 
and 'Tiafanaufklaerung* by virtue of branoh of floes scattered through- 
out the world. This plan, he adds* would require the services of two 
banks, one Oerman bank to finanoe the cover enterprises inside Germany 
and the other an American bank to take c-ire of all cover firms outside 
Germany.* Baun 4 s schemes wars, however* scawwhat beyond the bounds of 
reality as may be seen from an estimate of hie costa which amounted to 
a total pf nln??? tt *Al* on * of dollars over a period of four years for 
the establishment of eeonomic cover alone. It la interesting to note, 
though, that his estimates for the cost of 2S work over a period of 
four years was not too far off the sums actually spent. v 

Brim 4 * grandiose schemes f or com pare lal cover fiaalfcr reduces theme 
selves to the one small company TETEX, from whloh Baun found It necessary 
to pilfer small funds ( an estimated $ 6,000.00 and 4,000 cartons of elgar 
sttss. An *8 timet ted $ 14.000 from all ZIPPER sources.) to suppo rt hlm - 
self in the manner to whloh be felt he should become accustomed. TETEX, 
in the early stages of bankruptcy* was turned over in its entirety to 
Baun 4 a immedlats assistant* 

Intermittently, during Baum's soonomio cover period* Baun was the 
target of QIC Investigations whloh sought to establish that Baum had 
bean and presumably still was, a member of the •rote kapella*. These 
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investigationa begun when a peuedo Latvian DP was captured in Canada 
by tbs Mounted Police. The DP. Dimitri Leshenko, stated that ha ha& 
previously worked for a Soviet Espionage ring, disguised as. and oper- 
ating in. the Abwehr. Benin and several associates were named. Later, 
two former Baua subordinates from the Abwehr, Dr. Adalbert Linker* end 
Erich Amo Hiller, denounced Baun to the SIC. An investigation was be- 
gun* and two more former Abwehr types. Leo Keren and Nikolai Fuddin. 
were found who were willing to state that Baun and his immediate Staff 
were ”rote kapelle*. The QIC finally labeled the denunciations os 
revenge. The C1C Investigating team fell into disrlpute when it was 
discovered that the ohlef agent investigator. Ounter Rothonow had con- 
tinued the Investigation, unauthorised, enrol ved a ZIPPERite. and stol- 
en files from his superior, a Lt. stone, who had also been envoi ved in 
the original investigations. This is important in the cover picture 
since several of the personalities envoi ved with Baun were, and are 
ZIPPER Cover types or ZIPPER Staff members. 

Boon's diary is particularly useful since it names many cover 
types* most of which are still in the business, and the type of work in 
which they were to be engaged in. It further furnishes interesting 
sidelights on the Doctor's future intentions in the cover field, moat 
of which haven't been carried out, to our knowledge. The following is 
a smeary of a conversation between Baun and UTILITY j 8 Concerning 
tactical intelligence. Herr (UTILITY) feels that it would be beet to 
build this pert of the organisation into the Osman Polios, with the 
approval of the Americans, principally for cover purposes bat also 
for the sake of other advantages. I swjdd(Baun) and said that the field 
organisations are at preseat much too big' but that only big units can be 
directed at this tine because of insufficient cover. Should the German 
polls# constitute the cover, I should recommend splitting the organi- 
sation into smaller parts. The most important objeotlve to achieve In 
the course of time is tbs aeparttlon of operations from administration) 
the letter to have American cover, but the former to have economic 
cover.* 

Baun'e notes record a further conversation!* UTILITY nerfc states 
that Id the foreseeable future the organisation will be solty German. 
Even if the time should come when the organisation, split into small 
groups, would go abroad, it must remain German. On the other hand, the 
cover must be American. Baun replies. 'But Herr (UTILITT), thata the 
old way whlch I have already followed.* And further, * I should like to 
call your attention to the feet that I am prepared to work only X3 wise 
against the Soviet Union for Germany with Amsrlea. All oooperatlon with 
the Americans must be regarded not as an end but as a means to an and. 

I have no lntantion of getting myself involved in your policy dealings 
with the Americans, but I beg you to keep me constantly informed. 1.' 
UTILITT agrees with me completely and adds. ' If we onoe have a Oerman 
government, regarkless of where or whether lt is the government for all 
of Germany or only the provisional government of West Gormany. we must 
take part in the establishment of Oerman police sad military (der 
Anfstsllung einer deutschen Bxekutive). I am convinosd that the 
Americans in this respeot will land us a hand. 1 
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EGLA <.124 contains short notos of ths group who were to establish 
ZIPPER economic cover on a "world wide" basis. Those named were 

Eduard Hougassian. Joseph Helneasnn. 7 . Alfred Mayer. Kurt 

Werner* and Paul Olueok. Nothing current is known on Hougassian. 

ZIPPER asked that we lnteroeed upon his behalf in 1949 la regards to 
a rise* In 1950 a GIG report came in that a boisterous group calling 
themselves Canarls people were reorulting in the Hotel Bube. Berne ok. 

Among them, conspicuous for his quiet behavior, was Edward Hougassian. 

9 All Paso ha ben Busan. We passed the report on to ZIPPER, suggesting 
that his usefulness was at an end. Nothing further on him appears in the 
POB files. Joseph Helneaann Is a former black marketeer, traveling for 
his own enterprise Be hr Sohuls ft Co. between Hamburg and the near east. 
ZIPPER has denied any relation to the subject, but reported that he is 
auspeoted as a double agent for an unknown service and the British. 

Ths Diary stated that Olueok was to work with Hougassian. Alfred Meier 
is presently ZIPiER's second ranking finance man. pay roll number 4015* 

Kurt Werner, true name Horst von Pflugk-Hartung. operates ZIPPER Cover 
Firm K. Werner ft Co. . Hamburg, the primary functions of whioh are unknown. ” 1

The best idea of ZIPPER general policy in regards to future oorer 
establishment may be found in ZIPPER memo 121 , to 20 from 34 (34/75 • 
34,3), Subjects Economic Camouflage, beginning with paragraph b« entitled 
Corer employments on the economy# 

"As the associates of this project were not in a position to pursue 
occupations other than their intelligence aotirities and, on the other 
hand, were required to hare such occupations vis-a-vis Oerman authorities 
suoh as labor offices, f inane k offices, tax offices. Insurance offices 
and police headquarters, it was necessary to find them oorer employments ," 






* The following experiences were made in the course of these aotirities t 

1, Large enterprises are entirely inappropriate for camouflage purposes 
because of theemployees • councils and the management which is usually 
composed of several persons (members of the executive committee, board 
of directors, etc,) Eben if in exceptional cases it were necessary 
that associates be employed by suoh enterprises. It could not be avoid- 
ed that a large group of persona would be in the loiow of the actual 
connections. Thus a danger of discorery arises which might be out of 
proportion to the result obtained. 



2, In medium enterprises there are the sane predioaments as in the lgrge 
enterprises, though to a lesser degree. Possibilities of having as- 
sociates employed by such enterprises largely depend on the personal- 
ity of the owner of the firm and the kind of his business. They were 
utilised already in individual cases. 



3, Small enterprises are usually the moat appropriate for camouflage 
employments as they are run by one person only who also does all the 
bookkeeping. The danger of dieoovery is of itself less threatning. 

Also, on* man only can be employed by such enterprises so that possi- 
^blejs ajd scovery will affect on* of the associates only. This method 
was applicable on a large scale due to family relations and person- 
al acquaintances of the associates themselves and by utilization o f 
possibilities of other members of this project. The aoonomie depression 
of the past months showed, however, that htes* enterprises were par- 
ticularly subject to crises and were forced to continuously change 
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their personnel. For just the ease reasons# !«•* the present economic 
situation* It is particularly difficulty on the other handy to find new 
appropriate enterprise* for new camouflage employments# Another aggrava- 
ting factor lies in the faet that activities in camouflage employments 
most ■optically* agree with the actually;! performed intelligeaee activi- 
ties. • 

o. *Btaployment of associates in enterprise* flnanoed by this project# 
Enterprises upon which this project exerted financial influence pro- 
vided the aageet method of camouflage employments. The financial sit- 
uation of this project unfortunately permitted the application of thin 
adthod in the rarest cases only# This influence was gained by this 
project by giving osslotanoe to new firms# by granting loans or by 
edvsnee payment of salaries for camou f laged associates for a fixed tine# 
This method of financing offere the possibility of providing associ- 
ates with complete and *optioally* perfect covers which meet the re- 
quirements of their activities Tor this project I rj 

"In conclusion it may be said that# by application of camouflage 
methods according to para, b and o.y no discoreries of any ldnd 
oc cured and that* by the continuous work in this field# discoveries 
of associates for want of camouflage employments could be avoided#* 

■From 200 to 2$Q associates oould be employed by application of the 
camouflage methods mentioned in para, b and e. A more exact figure 
cannot be given because of the discharges of personnel which are go- 
ing on at present. •

The above memo was written in September of 19k9 and ZZPHER Cover 
policy has been modified to seem extent since that time. However, 
although our knowledge of ZIPKKR Cover activities has fallen dff 
sharply in the last two years, all known cover activity seems to 
indicate that ZIPPER'S essential philosophy in cover matters has 
remained unaltered. 

m the past ZIPPER has directed operations from tbs various 
field agency headquarters, while rendering administrative support 
from Pullaoh Compound through the field agencies to the various 
operating units. In the ease of certain non-field agency sub-eeo- 
tions. Cover dampen lea. eoamnni cation establishments. and PP pro- 
ject groups, the support and policy direction has been provided 
directly from Pullaoh Compound. Berlin operations have varied 
from this procedure, utilising administrative support from both 
their distent field agendas end from the relatively independent 
structure of the *KB. 

At one tine ZJPPKR utilised OB A&ff Oover extensively, but in 
the last few years this Oover has been reduced to Pullaoh Ocopound 
proper. D/p stations aad a few scattered eoamnnieetlon facilities 
such as Radio station Staffer. Berlin* Kransberg Castle, which is 
presently in the process of derequisition, and one or two houses 
in Berlin. With the probable exception of Radio Scoffer, these 
installations nay be expected to switch to Osman Federal, or 
Commercial Oover. la addltlog. it is llkaly that certain evalua- 
tion groups and Cl llason offices will enter Federal offices or 
German Service Cover.

Sohwae- 
biach-Gmuand, NieavJir k Co., Braunschweig, lesser Oypeua of Oldendorf 
end Bodoawerder ( at the time of its inoeption the Wieer-aips-Oruppe. 
formed for the purpose of a Soandanavian net, and reported ae having 
an office in Stockholm near the time off its consolidation into the 
lar ger combine of Veeser Gypsum, in which ZIPPER a t one time. 1950* 
reported owning 9 % of the stock.). 

During this study on ZIPPER Covers curtain factors and principles 
have com# to light which have aided considerably in research, ZIPPER 
has from time to time attempted, when other means have failed, to use 
American intercession in obtaining visas for persons whom they are in- 
terested in (i.e* Dr. C.H. Nicolaus Benaoann. Edgar Rilgert, Hohannes 
Bischoff, Ceyer. Spangenberg. Rudolf von Glinski, Olrieb Schoettls. and 
others.) and also requested aid in the in tercet of Qormun firms (i.e. 
Standard Oil, DPAfl. Rodonetock Optisohe Werko, Antbeum, Steucrad Far- 
werk, OmbU. of Bremen, and others.). They $ove bean somewhat nidvo in t. 
this. Rot only have they asked for intercession, but have occnsionally 
asked advice of and other Americans (John Booker of Nejr York for 
example, might nail be able to furnish leads ae to ZIPPER •* American 
activities.) in certain of their cover problems . ZIPPER occasionally 
Hate its Staff members in its collected firms as "Forschers*. There 
are several factors which operate in aiding identification of low level 
operating and field administrative groups in Germany, The various 
operating groups must have imssdlate access to a number of files and 
records. This brings up certain security factors which tend to group 
field^iuknoira secure locations (this is not neoessarily true In Berlin). 
The housing situation la critical enough to restrict movement and dia- 
oourage short tarn leases. Further, the occasional need for physical 
communication possibly enters the pioture, ZIPPER tends to place cov- 
ered offices in buildings where ZIPPLRite Staff members reside, or have 
at one tins lived (this is mors true in Uunioh than elsewhere, £tJaaes 
where certain offices have related functions, though under unrelated 
oover, they occasionally place them in the asm* building, Where they 
have long tern lessee , they often move another seotico into the ease 
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of flea previously occupied toy a former one. They tend to use the same 
real estate firms in procuring of floe and housing spaoe. Whether for 
oooainioation reasons* or due to current availability of suitable of- 
fices they may group along the same street or same general develops* 
stent area. Numerous leads have been found from consulting city direct- 
ories. ZIPPER has beoome cognisant of this in the lest two years and 
consequently many of its of floes whioh still exist have been dropped fr< 
recent telephone books and directories* but this too* has bsen of as- 
sistance in evaluating suspeoted locations. Also* for historical reasoi 
(i.a. s witting offioial in the Government Industrial Registry files* 
controlling T and S* registration) many of their *Legal Bodies* begin 
with «S". and occasionally *T* (perhaps more than we know.). 

The utilisation of those, and other NIPPER cover procurement tend- 
encies in developing leads has been reasonably successful. One of aevti 
al examples* Bans Richter A Co.. Industrie - betelllguagea OmbH. * a 
ZIPPER Cover* is located at 7 Walhalla Str. * Munich lc on the seme flooi 
with the Studiengesellcohaft sur Foederung wicsensoheftllcher at be 1 tan 
mbH. Since this is on tbs sans floor with a ZIPPER Cower* and is a gas* 
ellsohaft* it was listed with severe! others as s lead* The zipper Nov- 
ember 1955 Accountings were received s t POB after the first of the 
year* The 4 00 aooount book listed the above ae s new cover for 847/ A 
located at Mainzar Str. 70* Mehleo/Rhein and/or Bad Oodeaberg. The vole 
of accountings showed it to be a fair sized office. 647/A is the des- 
ignation for what was the Frankfurt Field Office of ZIPPER. ( The Foed- 
erung Oeaellsohaft might* however* be only the courier service cover* 
since it was found in the 400 aooount.) A possible lead as yat unresol- 
ved is the Bayerisohas Wlrtshaus-Alpina inh. th. Forster Mar lend* Ssentl 
Str. 32. This is obviously not s ZIPPER Company* but may have some 
working relationship with them. Another possibility i° the Sued Yarlag. 

Recently ZIPPER baa striven to separate its administrative offices 
from its operational. This is in line with ZIPPER* a concurrent streng- 
thening of the demarkatlon line between staff and agent personnel. The 
difference in type of cover between the two is fairly distinct and has 
furnished valuable leads as to the type of installation. Unfortunately 
it has also lead to a reoent diversification and multiplication of lo#i 
level installations in the West Zona of Germany whioh has proved dif- 
ficult to follow. 

In the detailed listings of known ZIPPER offices* para I* it must 
be kept in mind that s portion of these locations may be out of date* 
or even incorrect. All of the items ware taken from the materials at 
this bass. Such a listing as thia la only aa good as the source j as ex- 
oellent as the PUB files are they are only one answer to the eover 
problem. They are at bast a supplement to a ground cheok. Other source 
in addition to KUBARK fix# oheoka* exist In various German Government 
and Civil offices • I have no means of judging whether or not most 
most of them are lnaooessable to American Services* or whether any suoh 
davalopement of access would be worth Mgr effort. However* a few such

possibly Germanise * largest film distributor* Yet* numerous files at this 
base show that it waa conceived and given birth at BOB, The extent of 
ZIPPER ' B present interest in the enterprise, if any* la unknown* 

The current wrangles of ZIPPER with the Bonn Government over mono/ 
matters, coupled with the lack of noticeable affluence on the part of key 
ZIPFKRites makes it difficult to believe that ZIPPER has been solidly 
successful in the economic field* or that it possesaee large hidden assets 
(One slip on ZIPPER*® part, however, regarding hidden assets can be found 
in the case of OlNQLbR'e African venture.) Still, the records show that 
191*7 until 191*9 ZIPPER made extensive investments, several highly uaeoecos
